]^lk Lako water is not any less puro than 
w ilcr au[)pliod to olhor i-ities; Ir.it in all 
cilies water is (iltered at tlie ilaiu or reser- 
voir, and should be liltered again by tho 
household liefore being drunk. Tho

Arctic Exploration A^aiu. 

Capt. H. W. Ilowgate, of the Unite-'d 
States signal service bureau, is still vigor- 
ously pushing his s,cheme for oxi)loring 
the North Polar re '.ions iu the hope of 
reaching tho ;)ole itself. He propo'-e.s to 
charter a schooner, properly (!quip|)ed for 
the service, and prepared fo in-o.-iccute 
whale lishing, which may cover tlio co.-il 
of the venture, and porii-q)s rc.dize aomo- 
thingmoro. Au Esquimaux jiarty is to 
be gathered at somo point on the coast of 
Greenland, from which valuable assislnuce 
will bi! obtained.

this sum by subscription. Tlie Obs(>rver 
in Chicago, and wo pro.iume those at other 
stations iu the country, are authorized to 
receive contributions towards tho fund.

For slings aud poisons a strong 
solution of saleratus and wator im- 
luediately and then frequently applied 
give relief and sure cure. 

For burns, an immediate application 
of flour covering tbo burn and wrof^^- 
ped so as to exclude the air; then burn 
lard till it is quite brown and apply; 
the relief and euro will soon coine. Do 
not wash oil" tho ilour if it clings, but 
put the lard over it. 

At night, in extreme warm weather, 
a lemon squeezed in tepid wator, to 
sponge off tho tiredout little body, will 
give rest to both the mother and child. 
Saleratus i.s good,buttbe lemon is best. 
iCveu washing off tho little feet, neok 
and palms of the hands iu tepid, never 
very cold, water will induce a healthful 
bleep. — Philadelphia Herald.
